HAIRY HILL BANK 
ROBBERY FOUND 


Bills identified as part of the loot of the armed bank robbery at Hairy Hill, 
on September 21, and totalling slightly more than $3,000 were found by Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police Friday afternoon, according to a report issued from 
“K” division headquarters, Saturday. 

Searching in a ravine about six miles south of Hairy Hill, officers of Vegre- 
ville detachment discovered the money buried in the ground, packed in jam 
sealers. Several of the bills have been identified as part of the $8,500 “take” 
of the bank bandits and the whole cache has been brought to Hairy Hill today 
for a detailed check. 

At the present time John Pawluk, Mike Olynyk, and Alex. Lakonsky, all 
of Warwick, are in custody at Fort Saskatchewan and will appear on prelim- 
inary charges of armed robbery in Edmonton police court shortly. 

Digging all round the farm home of Pawluk, which is situated on the bank 
of a dry coulee, the Mounties found the cache in the bottom of the creek bed 
and behind the house, the back door of which opens down the hillside. The 
coulee forms the course of a stream which, when running, is @ tributary of the 
Vermilion river.
